The diminishing of the supply of thoroughbreds in this country as a result of the widespread curtailment 
oi breeding operations is undoubtedly one of the impelling reasons. The average age of the thoroughbreds 
ti.at raced iu 1913 will considerably exceed the average for former years. In accordance with its custom.

Tulsa. <>kla., April 14. — Racing went ou at the 
local track today iu spite of a restraining order 
against hookmaking issued last night by District 
Judge L. M. Poe, at the request of County Attorney 
Patrick Malloy. President R. J. Allison aud Secre- 
tary M. A. Votmkiuan were served with the order 
today and Joint Doe restraining orders were also 
served ou the four bookmakers who operated in the 
betting ring Yesterday. The legal papers were served 
liy Sheriff YViiliam McCullough. It is reported that 
Governor Cruce has ordered the local militia to the 
lace track tomorrow. President Allison and Secre- 
tary Younkntan arc confident they are not violating 
any law. The four bookmakers who operated today 
did so under the individual system. The manage- 
ment stated today that the meeting would continue 
as scheduled. 

It was ladies’ day and a large number of the 
fair sex took advantage of the association’s invita- 
tion. The report that a restraining order had been 
granted had no effect on the attendance as the 
crowd was even larger today than that of yester- 
day. Tlie track should be fairly well dried out by 
tomorrow. 

The restraining orders are of a temporary char- 
acter and will remain in force until Saturday, 
when arguments will la* heard and the injunction 
either made permanent or dissolved.

GERMANY’S NEW BETTING ARRANGEMENT, 



NOTES OF THE TURF IN OTHER LANDS. 



Under the provision of the measure to regulate 
race track betting, shortly to be passed by the Ger- 
man government, bookmakers are forbidden to ao- 
cept lads from memi-ers of the military forces, and 
lietting i>u rates with gentlemen jockeys is also 
prohibited. 

An important provision of tlie proposed law makes 
winning wagers collectible at law, provide*] they 
in- cash wagers. This, it is lielievpd. will greatly 
reduce tlie number of dishonest bookmakers. 

The maximum penalty for unlicensed bookumking 
is to Is- two years' imprisonment and $1.5<*0 fine, 
as against, six months’ and $125 at present. Bet- 
tors dealing with unlicensed bookmakers also make 
themselves liable to imprisonment and fine and to 
tin* loss of ail sums wagered, which will be confis- 
cated by the state. 

Tlie government estimates that the new law will 
produce at least $6,000,000 yearly, of which $2,000 
'<>00 will go to the states where tlie races are held, 
to be devoted to tlie encouragement of horse breed- 
ing. and $4. 0**0. 00*1 ti> tlie federal treasury. 

Despite tlie reduction of tlie tax on pari-mutuel 
takings, it is not believed that returns will lie be- 
low tlie present figures, which are approximately 
$3,000,000. yearly, since belting through tlie ma- 
chines is to lie permitted, with restrictions, mi races 
outside Germany. Under the existing law tlie 
machines may be employed only for domestic races. 

The bill is now before tin* German Parliament 
and is expected to become Jaw immediately, and 
come into force about May 21. The guarantee 
money required from each applicant for a license 
is. $50,000. and the conditions are that the licensee 
-hall not be the owner of any race horse or any 
newspaper or sheet dealing with racing. He is 
prohibited from lietting xvith jockeys, trainers and 
with officers who may lie tiding or in uniform. 
Considerable latitude is given the race society ; for 
instance, the bookmaker may be refused permission 
to do business on the course. He may he admitted 
tn the stands ou payment of a certain sum. or may 
lie parked in a special enclosure to which the public 
will only he admitted du payment of a fixed sum 
for the benefit of the race fund. The bookmaker 
renders himself liable to the withdrawal of his 
I license us well as a criminal prosecution if ho
